One key factor, 
apparently, was the realization by the 
Supervisors that the BLM already 
pre-empted much of what the county 
Proposed to do. The audience at the 
June 16 meeting was about 80% bikers 
and spilled over into two adjacent 
rooms. 


One or two of San Berdo’s Supervisors 
have possibly begun to run out of 
patience with the environmental fringe. 
As one of them remarked, ‘You ask for 
the controls, the BLM works for several 
years to give you controls, then you sue 
the BLM because their controls aren’t 
good enough for you. Why should we 
put ourselves in the same boat?” 


Mitch Mayes will give a desert racing 
school Saturday, June 28 at California 
City the day before the regular DRA 
race. He'll bear down on maintenance, 
preparation, mental attitude, and 
general racing skills. Fee, $10, the way 
to the “class room” is limed from the 
Cal City golf course. 


The “Last Chance” Superbowl HSMX 
qualifier will be at Saddleback, July 13, 
the weekend before the big ‘un. 


Hawg Body got invited to a five-day

At a loss for a little publicity? Try 
parades. Honest — Hope England and 
the crew out at 395 Cycle Park got up a 
unit that has the race officials marching 
in their uniforms surrounded by 
wheeling circles of riders representing 
TT, flat track and motocross. They got 
a first place at Adelanto Days parade 
and have been invited to two more. 


Russ Darnell is donating a free 
motocross school to the ten slowest at 
the Superbowl HSMX and the 20 
slowest at the Powder-oops, Yamaha 
Women’s Nationals. Now, girls and guys 
— EVERYBODY'S got something to 
race for. 











Motorcycle Safety Foundation and the 
Federal D.O.T. have signed a “letter of 
understanding” whereby D.O.T. will 
conduct a multi-year safety 
demonstration project, using education 
and licensing guidelines developed by 
MSF. The Feds will contract an as-yet 
unnamed state to run the pilot program. 
California and Arizona were among 
those submitting bids. Final selection is 
due June 30. 


Note for the future — BLM staffers 
seem willing to discuss some sort of 
procedure for “responsibly” pioneering 
new trails in “existing roads and trails” 
areas. Hope to hear more on this in 
future.

National will carry a $15,000 purse for 
Experts and Juniors only. Silencers will 
be required.

The June 14-15 Two Day ISDT 
Qualifier saw overall honors go to Ossa 
mounted Kevin LaVoie (1178). Class 
winners, in addition to LaVoie — 350cc, 
were Ted Leimbach (1637) — 100cc; 
Gary Edmonds (1231) — 125cc; Dennis 
Vandicar (1190) — 175cc; Barry Higgins 
(1219) — Open. The promoting club, 
The Silver Lake Enduro Riders, lost 
permission to use over 100 miles of the 
course just a day and a half prior to the 
event, but still managed to put on the 
run. 13 Gold, seven Silver and 29 
Bronze medals were awarded.

Ex-District 37 rider writes 


After reading the pros and cons of 
motocross racing with the Santa Barbara 
Starters for the past few weeks, I felt I 
should write my feelings on the matter. 

First I think it should be pointed out 
that the Santa Barbara Starters are not 
within the boundaries of District 37 and 
that the club that belongs to the District 
is called the “Santa Barbara Starters 
South” and has one member which lives 
in the District 37 area. The Starters 
were members of District 35 but did not 
draw many riders to their track and did 
not like to drive north to District 35 
races. 

I read both Mr. Connolly’s and Mrs. 
Granger’s letters and at no time did they 
disagree with Mr. Sieman, they only 
tried to point out what a great bunch of 
guys the Starters are. I must point out 
also that the Starters are given special 
treatment by some of the major clubs in 
the district. Mr. Connolly’s own club 
the “Dirt Diggers” allowed the Starters 
to camp overnight at the Hopetown GP 
after telling everyone that there was no 
overnight camping allowed. I also 
understand that the Viewfinders 
allowed the Starters to camp overnight 
at Indian Dunes during their Grand Prix. 
I don’t think it’s the Starters fault as a 
whole, but the political make up of 
District 37 that encourages clubs to feel 
they can get away with anything. 

I feel this would be as good a time as 
any to bring out one of the main 
problems, on this year’s District 37 
Competition Committee; four out of 
the 10 members are of one club, the 
“Desert M/C” the Competition 
Committee makes most of the rule 
changes and this type of dominance by 
one club should not be allowed. I feel 
there should be some major changes 
made in District 37 before all the riders 
move away to the DRA’s and CMC’s.

battle with 


Carlsbad win 
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OCEANSIDE, CAL., JUNE 22 


The sixth round of the 1975 500 
World Motocross Championship 


played out its one day 
nearby Carlsbad 


Raceway before an estimated 
crowd of 33,429 avid motocross 
fanatics. Fans began arriving well 
before the gates opened at 7 a.m. 


Sunday morning and continued to pour 
into the Carlsbad facility until just 
before the gate dropped for the start of 
the first 250 Support class moto. 

But the anticipated battle between 
three time World Champion Roger 
DeCoster of Belgium and_ Finland’s 
Heikki Mikkola, who upset DeCoster’s 
winning streak last year, never 
materialized. Poor starts in both motos 
and a crash on the first lap of the 
second round kept the current 
champion out of contention. Mikkola 
showed why he is called the “Flying 
Finn” though, as he came from dead 
last in both motos to eighth in the first 
and fourth place in the final to take 
fourth overall at the end of the day. 


Roger DeCoster won the first moto 
after a fierce 11 lap battle with CZ 
mounted “Rocket Rex” Staten which 
ended when the rear motor mounts on 
Staten’s 237 pound 400 broke. It was 
almost impossible for Staten to hang on 
the vibration was so intense. With 
Staten having problems, Mikkola out of 
contention with a low first moto finish, 
the challenge to DeCoster for the overall 
victory came from American Brad 
Lackey who passed Rex Staten and last 
year’s U.S. Grand Prix winner, Gerrit 
Wolsink, on the last lap at the bottom 
of a hill to take second behind 
DeCoster. But Lackey’s challenge ended 
abruptly on the fourth lap of the final 
moto when his front wheel began 
collapsing. Lackey was running 10th on 
lap three, but dropped to 16th when he 
pulled into the pits on the following lap. 

Pierre Karsmakers (Hon) benefited 
from Lackey’s and Staten’s woes and 
posted third overall and top American 
placing with a 10th in the first moto 
and a third in the final. The Dutchman 
with the French name, who now lives 
just a brief drive down the freeway from 
Carlsbad in Mission Viejo, was still 
suffering from injuries sustained two 
weeks ago at the 500 National in Kansas 
and had developed an ear infection 
which made wearing a helmet painful. 
Sacked shocks in the first moto held 
Karsmakers back to 10th after running 
as high as eighth in the closing stages. 

So, who won? Why, the Dutch 
dentist, Gerrit Wolsink. The 25 year old 
President of the Grand Prix Rider’s 
Association, who was suffering from an 
eye inflamation and qualified 11th 
fastest at 1m, 59.98s, rode consistently 
fast and spectacularly when he needed 
to and walked off with the winner’s 
garland of flowers for the second year in 
a row. 

In 250 Support class action the 
Honda duo of Marty Smith and Tommy 
Croft easily outdistanced the field from 
the start in both 20 minute motos and 
even indulged in a short in-house match 
in the final moto before Smith pulled 
away to post back to back wins. 
Following the Honda team home were 
Wayne Boyer (CZ) and Yamaha’s Tim

Hart. Boyer posted a sixth and a third 
place to take third overall while Hart 
overcame a ninth in the first moto 
caused by losing a footpeg and came 
back to finish third in the final. 

Bruce McDougal (Yam) and Gary 
Wise (Kaw) suffered problems in the 
second moto after finishing third and 
fourth in the first moto. Wise lost his 
front fender and two places when he 
pulled into the pit signalling area to 
have the dangling fender removed. 


The Grand Prix 

The first moto looked like a replay of 
Saturday afternoon’s unofficial practice 
session when local hero “Rocket Rex” 
Staten put his Carlsbad experience to 
work and blew off Roger DeCoster just 
before the session closed at 5 p.m. A 
small crowd of spectators chuckled as 
Staten and DeCoster started to tangle, 
confident that the three time world 
champion would have little trouble 
containing the youthful Staten’s 
berserko style. But Staten didn’t get 
tired, he didn’t crash and he did pass 
DeCoster and in so doing posted an 
unofficial time of Im 56.8s for fastest 
time of the day. DeCoster wisely 
decided to wait until Sunday to race 
and pulled into the pits. 

The Americans got the hole shots in 
the first of two 40 minute motos with 
only DeCoster able to break into the 
top five led by Rex Staten. DeCoster 
held onto second place ahead of Gaylon 
Mosier (Mai), Jim West (Mai), and Gary 
Semics (Kaw). Staten and DeCoster 
quickly established themselves in front 
and began pulling away from the field 
and indulging in their own contest. The 
crowd was shocked and screamed its 
encouragement as Staten slammed into 
berms, blasted off jumps and assaulted 
uphills in heart stopping style. DeCoster 
never let up the pressure and started to 
move closer and as the laps went by he 
took the measure of Staten and applied 
more speed. Finally, on lap 11, 
DeCoster shot past Staten and into the 
lead. DeCoster was never headed or 
approached after that and attention 
shifted to the fight that was shaping up 
for second between Brad Lackey (Hus), 
Gerrit Wolsink (Suz), and Rex Staten. 

Brad Lackey had gotten away poorly 
at the start and came round the first 
time in about 12th place. Shortly 
thereafter he began his drive to the 
front. 

Gerrit Wolsink (Suz) got away in 
eighth place at the start and moved 
forward consistently until he passed 
Gaylon Mosier (Mai) on lap eight and 
took over third place. Mosier had been 
putting in a surprising ride and had held 
onto third place behind Staten and 
DeCoster from the first lap. Mosier 
finished fifth in the first moto and 11th 
in the second for ninth overall. 

As Staten dropped back with motor 
mount problems and Lackey (Hus) 
rumbled up from behind, Gerrit Wolsink 
found himself in the middle of an 
American squeeze play. Wolsink tried to 
get away from Lackey as Staten tried to 
contain Wolsink. On lap 21, Wolsink 
and Staten momentarily locked bars and

upright and held onto their positions, 
but Lackey had gained a split seconds’ 
time. 

Finally, on the last lap, Lackey put it 
all on the line and blazed past both 
Wolsink and Staten to take second 
behind DeCoster. The 30,000 plus 
crowd came apart. 

Further back, Heikki Mikkola (Hus) 
had been making smooth progress 
through the field until he came up 
behind Texan Kent Howerton (Hus) 
who promptly scooted past Gary Semics 
(Kaw) and left Mikkola behind for one 
lap. Mikkola was soon on the young 
Husky pilot’s rear wheel again and 
finally passed Howerton on lap 21. 

Jim Weinert (Yam) got away in lith 
spot on the first lap and slowly worked 
his way up to seventh at the end of the 
moto. Weinert said later than he had no 
excuses and no complaints, but that he 
needs to get better starts. The 
“Jammer” was doing some heavy 
moving on the uphill parts of the 
course. “I went up one place and I came 
off and looked down at my foot, and, I 
swear, I saw it turn around three times.” 

During the intermission, which 
featured an air show, mechanics and 
team managers checked over their ` 
mounts and got set for the second 
round. Pierre Karsmakers had his rear 
shocks changed as did Bengt Aberg 
(Bul). In the Suzuki pits everything was 
humming along like a well oiled 
machine as mechanics tightened spokes 
and did routine maintenance on the

At the start of the second round Gary 
Semics pulled the holeshot on Pierre 
Rocket Rex Staten leading the first lap of the first moto. Brad Lackey was stunning. Karsmakers (Hon) and Gerrit Wolsink to 
lead the first lap, but Karsmakers was 
soon by Semics and Wolsink was right 
behind. Semics fell to Wolsink’s pressure 
and soon after dropped back to fourth 
behind 250 National Champion Tony 
DiStefano (Suz). Semics’ problems 
weren’t over yet as Roger DeCoster was 
right behind DiStefano and soon after 
he passed Semics. Semics steadily - 
dropped back and was finally out on lap , 
18. 

















































Pierre Karsmakers continued to lead 
the race until lap seven when Wolsink 
passed for good and was never 
approached again. Karsmakers soon had 
to contend with DeCoster, but on the 
lith lap DeCoster passed the signalling 
area and pointed to his rear wheel to 
signify that something was wrong. 
Following the moto it was learned that 
DeCoster’s rear shocks had lost all their 
dampening. DeCoster finished ninth in 
the second moto. 

The second moto leaders stayed the 
same, except for DeCoster dropping 
back steadily, from lap eight to the 
finish, with the only major change being 
that of Mikkola who, after falling on the 
first lap, steadily picked off place after 
place until he once again found himself 
behind Texan Kent Howerton (Hus). 
Mikkola stayed there from lap eight to 
lap 20 before he passed Howerton to 
take over fourth. Howerton later stated 
that he was just getting over the flu and 
still felt a bit rocky. 

The other major change occurred in 
seventh place on the last lap when Billy 
Grossi shot past Steve Stackable. 

When Gerrit Wolsink crossed the 
finish line, with his fist raised high in a 
victory salute, the crowd was standing 
on the course cheering. It was the 
second U.S. Grand Prix win for the 
popular rider and proved, once again, 
that flash and dash doesn’t always work.

T.C. Christenson was matched 
with Russ Collins, but Collins had just 
finished his burn-out and was checking 
his tire for traction when the belt that 
connects the engines broke on his 
triple-engined Honda. T.C. and his 
double Norton won the first round.

Farewell to TT week? 


By Chris Carter 


ISLE OF MAN, MAY 31-JUNE 6 


With the future of the Tourist 
Trophy still very much in the 
lurch a record crowd travelled to 
the Isle of Man to watch the seven 


race program. But more important 
than the opinion of those thou- 
sands will be the thoughts of one 
man: Signor Paglia, president of 
the FIM’s road racing committee, the 
Steward of the meeting. 

What will be decided at October's 
FIM congress in Berlin remains to be 
seen, but two more fatalities, grand prix 
newcomer Peter McKinley who was 
killed at Milne Town in practice, and 
young Phil Gurner, who died at the 
same spot in Wednesday’s Senior TT, 
must raise still more question marks. 

Yorkshireman Mick Grant aboard a 
water cooled, Kawasaki 750 triple 
shattered Mike Hailwood’s 1967 lap 
record by 12 seconds, with a lap at 
109.82 mph in Friday’s Open Classic. 
Grant broke down on the next lap with 
a split chain, while more than 40 
seconds ahead of John Williams (Yam), 
who went on to win. 

Siegfried Schauzu came within nine 
seconds of the 100 mile an hour lap on 
the way to winning Wednesday’s 1000cc 
Sidecar TT, his ninth win at the Isle of 


Steinhausen with his 
Busch-Konig, beat  Britain’s sidecar 





world championship hope Mac Hobson 
(Yam) by four seconds im Tuesday's 
postponed 500cc Sidecar TT. 


Mick Grant gave the virtually untried 
500cc Kawasaki a win in the 500cc 
Senior TT, to give the Japanese factory 
their first ever 500cc world 
championship race win! 

Chas Mortimer collected maximum 
points in the 250cc race with a record 
breaking win, and Charlie Williams, 
hitting top form after a very poor 
season so far, won the 350cc Junior TT. 

But this year’s races opened with an 
experimental 10 lap Production 
Machine Race. It was the longest ever 
race in the history of the Island, and 90 
machines ridden by a two man team, 
were entered for the intriguing battle. 


Race distance for 500s and 750s was 
10 laps, while 250s had to complete 
nine. A rider could not do more than 
three laps at a time, and it was 
anticipated that it would take around 
four hours of racing for the winner to 
cross the finish line. 


The combination of riders and 
machine that emerged victorious from 
this challenge was Dave Croxford and 





Alex George, riding the ageing 750cc 
Triumph Trident known as Slippery 
Sam. 

They beat the 250 Yamaha ridden by 
Chas Mortimer and Billy Guthrie by two 
and one-half minutes, with George, on 
the final lap chopping 15.8 seconds off 
the production machine lap record set 
by Ray Pickrell in 1972 on the same 
machine. 


But the Triumph trailed the 900 
BMW ridden by Helmut Dahne and 
Werner Dieringer for three laps until 
Dahne came in to hand over to his 
partner. 


It seems that Dahne’s high speed 
cornering had worn a hole in the rocker 
box cover of the right cylinder, the oil 
had run out, and the BMW seized before 
Werner had gone further than Quarter 
Bridge on the fourth lap. 


Dahne had been ahead of Gordon 
Pantall on a Z1 Kawasaki at the end of 
the first lap by 49.6 seconds, and 
though Croxford passed Pantall, and 
reduced the gap, Helmut was still 26.2 
seconds clear at the pit stop. 


The Triumph pit refueled and 
changed riders quicker than the German 
pair, though, and it looked set for a 
great race before disaster struck the 
BMW. 

Werner’s retirement put Alex George 
(Tri) into the lead, with another 900 
BMW shared by Martin Sharpe and Abe 
Alexander in second spot. But the 
machine was slipping out of third gear, 
and at the end of that lap Selwyn 
Griffith and David Williams were second 
on another Triumph Trident. 

After five laps Croxford and George 
still led the 750cc class well clear of the 
other Triumph, which was two minutes

ahead of the BMW. Another BMW, 
ridden by Darryl Pendlebury and Tom 
Dickie was fourth, but was suffering 


gearbox problems, and it led the 
Pantall/Newell Kawasaki by just one 
second. 


With a lap and a half to go the 
Pendlebury/Dickie BMW stopped near 
Ramsey, out of fuel! 

Even though each class had started in 
Le Mans style, the leading Triumph was 
five minutes clear of the 
Griffiths/Williams Triumph starting the 
last lap, which in turn was three minutes 
ahead of the Sharpe/Alexander BMW in 
third spot. 

But Croxford and George were still 
not the race leaders! The 250s, given 
one lap start had been trying hard to 
keep that advantage. 

Starting the last lap Chas Mortimer 
was still leading the race, overall, but on 
the Cronk-y-Voddee straight Alex 
George swept through to grab the lead 
on his record breaking lap. 

First 500 home was Charlie Williams 
and Eddie Roberts on a CB500 Honda, 
in eighth place. But several other 
machines led that class during the race, 
before falling by the wayside.

kept going as their rivals dropped out, 
and in fact filled the first seven places in 
their class! 

On the speed trap the quickest 750 
was the Croxford/George race winning 
Triumph, clocked at 134 mph, to the 
133 mph of the Sharpe/Alexander 
BMW. 

Best 500 was the Suzuki of 
Loughridge/Richards at 123 mph, 
compared with the next best, 
Williams/Roberts, the class winner’s 
Honda at 118. 

Conditions for the race had been 
almost ideal on Saturday afternoon, and 
Sunday, too was a beautiful day. But 
Manx weather is unpredictable, and 
Monday was terrible, with rain, sleet 
and snow, plus a very, very strong wind 
that was reported to be gusting to 90 
mph on the Mountain. 

After several postponements, it was 
decided to move the 350cc race to 
Tuesday, weather permitting, but a last 
minute attempt to run the 500cc 
Sidecar race was abandoned after a 
touring lap made by Mac Hobson, 
Siefried Schauzu, Gerry Boret and 
former World Champion Max Deubel. 

Tuesday was a much better day, and 
despite several protests, from solo riders 
and Shell officials who were faced with 
a king size task of cleaning filler tanks 
and making fresh two stroke mixes for 
Wednesday’s race, it was agreed to run 
the sidecar race first to give drivers extra 
time to change engines for the following 
day’s 1000cc Sidecar TT. 

Off went the 70 starters in pairs at 10 
second intervals, but early on there was 
news of a shock retirement. Siegfried 
Schauzu and passenger Wolfgang 
Kalauch were out of the race having 
retired at Lambfell Chapel with a seized 
layshaft bearing in the gearbox. 

The race was between Steinhausen 
and Hobson from the word go. At the 
end of the first lap the German was just 
over eight seconds ahead thanks to a 
record breaking opening lap of 23m 
44.6s. 

In third place was Heinz 
Luthringshauser, with Dick Greasley 
fourth, Gustave Pape, making his TT 
debut, on the Konig in fifth position 
and Helmut Schilling sixth. 

Steinhausen held his lead at the end 
of the second lap, but Mac Hobson had 
broken the record with a lap 20.2 
seconds better than Steinhausen’s short 
lived record. The gap between the pair 
was now 3.4 seconds! 

At Ramsey, more than halfway round 
on the last lap, it was reported that 
Hobson had taken the lead, and was two 
seconds clear of Steinhausen. But in the 
Mountain section the Konig outfit 
regained the lead to win, by just four 
seconds. 

Greasley was third, well over a 
minute behind this battling duo, with 
Helmut Schilling grabbing fourth 
position, Derek Plummer fifth, and 
Gustave Pape sixth position and with it 
the Overseas Newcomer Trophy for the 
best visiting newcomer. 

Retirements were heavy with 37 in all, 
including Egon Schons, who threw a 
con-rod on his BMW, and unluckiest of 
all Richard Wegener who stopped on the 
Mountain climb when he had run out of 
petrol. He pulled off the battery 
terminal, and the tiny spark was enough 
to ignite the petrol which had been 
pumped over the outfit through a split 
in the fuel pipe. The outfit, which was 
powered by one of Schauzu’s spare 
engines was totally destroyed in the 
fire. 

Conditions were still perfect for the 
postponed 350cc Junior TT. Chas 
Mortimer and Tom Herron, two of the 
handful of regular grand prix 
competitors in this world championship 
round, were first to push their machines 
away. 

But at the end of that first lap Charlie 
Williams was leading the field, five 
seconds ahead of Alex George, who in 
turn was eight seconds up on Tom 
Herron. Mortimer was fourth less than 
four seconds behind Herron. What a 
race! 

After two laps there was still more 
proof, if proof were needed, that this 
was going to be a close fought battle. 
Charlie Williams and Alex George were a 
dead-heat for first place. 

More than 30 seconds down was

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Mortimer, who had caught and passed 
Tom Herron on the road, to lead on 
correct time by eight seconds. At the 
end of the third lap it was closer still! 
Less than 16 seconds separated the first 
four men. George was the leader, then 
came Williams, Mortimer and Herron. 

Mortimer stopped for fuel at the end 
of the third lap, but most of his rivals 
kept going. George, still in the lead, was 
2.6 seconds in front of Williams. 
Mortimer was third almost 23 seconds 
down on Williams, but 25 ahead of 
Herron. 

At Ramsey it was reported that 
Charlie Williams had overtaken Alex 
George on the road and so now led the 
race, and it was later discovered that 








“the road, a few seconds ahead of Billy 


Guthrie and Chas Mortimer who had 
battled through to sixth place, after 
another pit stop for fuel, and more 
wire! 

Williams’ collar bone was starting to 
hurt, and though he was a match for 
Grant on the smooth bits, the rougher 
sections of the course were too much 
for him, and with just one lap to go 
Grant had opened almost a four second 
lead. 

Mortimer had pulled through to third 
place, but he was not going to catch the 
leading pair, who were almost two 
minutes in front of him! 

At the finish Grant had opened his 
lead to more than 30 seconds.

Alex had actually stopped at Laurel 
Bank a little earlier to make 
adjustments. Chas Mortimer passed Alex 
on the road, too, and it was obvious 
that the Scotsman was in trouble. 

Williams rode in to win yet another 
TT, with Mortimer grabbing second 
place after George crashed less than five 
miles from the finish. He was flown to a 
hospital by helicopter, but was detained 
only a few hours. 

With George gone, Tom Herron 
moved up a place, to finish third, with 
young Steve Tonkin, the sensation of 
the TT week, fourth. 

Retirements were frequent, 31 fell by 
the wayside, so just to finish was an 
achievement. That is why so many 
riders are angry with the ACU, 
organizers of the race, for altering the 
method of qualification for silver and 
bronze TT replicas. 

Martin Sharpe, for example in 10th 
place, and with a world championship 
point, at an average of over 100 mph, 
collects only a bronze. And only 16 out 
of 38 finishers win replicas. 

Wednesday, too, was fine, though 
during the opening 500cc Senior TT 
mist on the Mountain, plus showers at 
various places around the circuit made 
conditions extremely dangerous. 

The start was moved back from 11 
a.m. to mid-day to give the overworked 
Shell team some extra time. But at noon 
76 starters began the six lap race. 

At the end of the first lap Chas 
Mortimer led Mick Grant’s Kawasaki by 
over eight seconds, with John Williams, 
back in action after suffering a badly 
broken collar bone in the Austrian GP, 
in third place nearly 11 seconds behind 
Grant. 

But at the end of the second lap Chas 
Mortimer pulled into the pits. The 
clutch lever pin had dropped out, and 
after wiring the lever back on he 
re-started after a one minute 20 second 
delay. 

Chas had been slowed by the non 
operative clutch, and at the end of that 
second lap he was only a little more 
than one second ahead of John 
Williams, who was now second, six 
seconds ahead of Mick Grant. 

Mortimer’s lengthy pit stop was so 
long, in fact that it put him off the first 
12 leaderboard, and at the halfway stage 
Mick Grant, who came in for fuel at the 
end of the third lap. was 26 seconds 
behind race leader Williams. 

But now the pressure was really on. 
After four laps Williams was only just 
over five seconds in front of Grant, with 
TT newcomer Steve Tonkin riding well 
in third place despite having worked 
through the night on his Yamaha. 

Australian Les Kenny was next on 





Mortimer finished third, but he was 
lucky. At Ballacraine his clutch lever 
repair had failed, and he raced on 
without a clutch. Then at Creg-ny-Baax 
he had run out of fuel, and he had 
coaxed the bike home just three seconds 
ahead of fourth finisher Billy Guthrie! 

A short breather followed the 500 
Senior TT, and then came the 1000cc 
Sidecar TT. At the end of the first of 
three laps Rold Steinhausen (Busch 
Konig) was 15 and one-half seconds 
ahead of Englishman Dick Greasley 
(Yam), with Siegfried Schauzu (BMW) 
third, seven seconds behind Greasley, 
and the Boret brothers (Konig) fourth 
30 seconds behind Schauzu. 

Despite perfect conditions there were 
no signs on that standing start lap of a 
record, and among the high number of 
retirements was a possible record 
breaker, Mac Hobson. His Yamaha 
engine had blown up in a big way at 
Crosby. 

On the second lap Bill Currie, another 
British hope, destroyed his Weslake 
engine, while Steinhausen and Schauzu 
battled for supremacy. Rolf led by 15 
seconds, with just a lap to go, from 
Siggy, who had pushed Greasley into 
third place. 

Schauzu closed the gap as the final 
lap went on, then came news that 
Steinhausen had stopped’ on the 
mountain climb with gear box trouble. 

Schauzu was told this by signals, but 
it did not stop him blasting round on 
the final lap to a record 99.31 mph, just 
9.6 seconds outside that magic ‘‘ton.”” 
His race average was a record, too. 
Greasley took second place, and the 
Boret brothers third. 

The 250cc Lightweight TT opened 
the program on Friday, and Chas 
Mortimer, eager to score 15 points for 
his world championship efforts was in a 
class all his own. He led at the end of 
the first lap by 14 seconds from Derek 
Chatterton, who was 15 seconds ahead 
of John Williams. Fourth was Charlie 
Williams two seconds behind his 
namesake and 12 ahead of Tom Herron 
in fifth place. 

But Charlie Williams was out of the 
race soon after. His engine seized at 
Ballugh Bridge and he waited there, 
drinking half a pint of beer, for a lift to 
get him back to the start for the 
afternoon’s 1000cc Open Classic. 

Mortimer was still ahead at the end of 
lap two. His lead now was 26 seconds 
from Derek Chatterton, with John 
Williams cutting the gap between him 
and second place to 13 seconds. 

At the start of the fourth, and final 
lap Chas Mortimer had eased off slightly 
to lead by 21 seconds from Tom 
Herron. 








But it was an easy run for Mortimer 
after Herron went out as his reserve gas 
tank had lost its load, syphoned away 
by the breather pipe! Chatteron grabbed 
second place more than 20 seconds 
behind Mortimer, but 22 ahead of John 
Williams in third place. 

Just a short breather, and then came 
the six lap Open Classic. It was thought 
that Mike Hailwood’s lap record would 
fall this year since it had been set in 
1967! 

Mick Grant was favored to break it, 
and from a standing start on the 750 
Kawasaki Mick showed he was capable. 
His opening lap beat Peter Williams’ 750 
lap record for the circuit, and after just 
37 and three-quarter miles he had 
opened a 28 seconds lead over John 
Williams in second place. But he was 
just a second ahead of Tony Rutter. 


Grant smashed the record with his 
second lap despite the odd mistake 
around the circuit, a wheelie for the 
benefit and pleasure of his signaller at 
the Gooseneck, and slowing down for 
his pit stop! The record was now 109.82 
mph. But Grant didn’t race on for much 
longer. Three hundred yards after the 
Gooseneck on lap three, where he saw 
he led by over 40 seconds his chain 
snapped. 

That left John Williams and Tony 
Rutter to fight it out. Rutter had put in 
a lap at 106.63 on lap two to move into 
second place, but Williams, also 
mounted on a 350 Yamaha moved 
ahead, a lap later. 

On the fourth lap Rutter was still 
trying hard. He lapped at 107.88 mph, 
the fastest lap ever by a 350, and moved 
back ahead of Williams. But at Ballugh 
on the fifth lap, Rutter’s chain broke, 
and the race was on a plate for John 
Williams. 

John crossed the line almost four 
minutes ahead of second place Percy 
Tait. This popular veteran had 
discovered the steering damper broken 
as he went to the start line, but he 
decided to race on. His bravery was 
rewarded! 

Unlucky Ken Huggett lost his third 
place on the final lap when his Yamaha 
seized solid in the Glen Helen section. 
He was rushed to the hospital by 


helicopter where doctors were 
attempting to save his leg. His accident 
let Charlie Sanby (750 Suzuki) into 
third place. It was his first race of the 
year! 

Most of the top 10 leaderboard men 
were on 350 Yamahas, but one of the 
big bike heroes of the race was German 
Helmut Dahne who fought his bucking 
BMW into ninth place. 

Another Tourist Trophy over, a 
record crowd and a great day’s racing. 
Cheers for a lap of honor from Geoff 
Duke and Mike Hailwood on a Honda 
Gold Wing between the races on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Friday. Anda 
special cheer, too for Mick Grant's 
fabulous lap record. 

Now all that TT enthusiasts can do is 
sit and wait until the Berlin congress in 
October. e

As they say, good things can’t last 
and the 125 Honda 
domination of the 
125cc class in motocross racing is 


forever, 
Elsinore’s 


just about over. The introduction 
of Yamaha’s YZ-125 Monocross 
and Suzuki’s RM-125 cantilever 
bikes with long travel rear 
suspension and super tuned engines did 
it. Both the Suzuki and the Yamaha are 
heavier than the Elsinore by about 15 
pounds, but their power and handling 
more than make up for it. The other 
neat thing is that both the new Yamaha 
and Suzuki sell for under $1000. 

Honda has a bike comparable to the 

‘new entries from Yamaha and Suzuki, 
Honda’s factory RC-125 motocrosser, 
which has been around since last 
summer. Marty Smith used it to win the 
125cc National Championship in 1974. 
When and if Honda will put the RC-125 
into production to replace the CR-125 
is not known. Whether they could do it 
and sell it for less than a $1000 is 
questionable. 

The only significant change Honda 
made to their 125 for this year was to 
give it a new cylinder and call it the 
CR-125M. Unfortunately, the new 
cylinder made good dyno horsepower, 
but not good motocross horsepower. 
This means that this year’s stocker 
perhaps isn’t as competitive as last 
year’s model. And in comparison with 
the new Yamaha and Suzuki 125s the 


Elsinore 125 isn’t very competitive at

all. 

What it all comes down to is, if you 
want to remain competitive with a 
Honda, you're going to have to modify 
the engine and the suspension. 
Fortunately, there’s more trick stuff 
available for the Elsinore than perhaps 
any bike since the DT-1 Yamaha. You 
can build a really neat bike, the way 
you like, and come out of it with a 125 
Elsinore that'll be the top of its-class for 
another year and a half. You won’t be 
able to do it cheaply, though, and that’s 
the one important thing to consider 
before you start spending all that 
money. Ask yourself, is it really worth 
$500 to $700 over the price of a new 
Suzuki or Yamaha to have a competitive 
Elsinore? Other important factors 
include how tough the 125 class is in 
your area, and how good of a rider you 
are. 

The Elsinore pictured here is an 
example of just how far you can go to 
build a trick 125 CR. Cycle Shack, a 
Honda dealership owned by Gary Jones 
in Picayune, Mississippi, turns out these 
trick 125 Elsinores as fast as they can, 
and they sell every one at $15-1600 per 
copy. They do such a beautiful job with 
their Elsinore modification, complete 
with a factory-like red and white paint 
job, that you’d swear the bike is 
Honda’s newest production racer.

Cycle Shack does their own special 
porting to the cylinder. If you can’t 
port your own cylinder and there isn’t a 
shop near by which can do it for you, 
you can send your cylinder to Cycle 
Shack or one of the manufacturers 
listed. 

The only modification which hadn’t 
been made to this bike, and needs to be 
done, was to replace the stock 28mm 
Keihin carb with either a 30 or 32mm 
Mikuni or a 32mm Bing carb. Both the 
Mikuni and the Bing carbs give a 
remarkable power increase throughout 
the RPM range over the Keihin carb. 

Starting at the top of the bike, Cycle 
Shack uses a set of Husky handle bars 
with Oury type grips. The fuel tank is a 
fiberglass Husky design which is lighter

The 
white fenders are from Penton’s 
motocross bikes, and are lightweight 
ABS. plastic. Other than the shop’s 
porting job, engine modifications 
include a DG radial head and “Hi 
Torquer” expansion chamber which 
runs through the frame like the factory 
works Hondas.

ONTARIO, CAL., JUNE 22 
“Everybody thinks that Klinz- 
mann is Number One because he’s 
won a few races. You get me out 
there at Ontario with a competi- 
tive bike and I’ll put him away any 
day.” 
That, related father Fritz, was Mike 
Baeder’s statement for publication 
before the 250 GP race today. It was a 
race laden with surprises, not the least 
of which was finding Mike Baeder 
leading both Harry Klinzmann and Bob 
Endicott for several laps. Battling back 
and forth with the new sensation, 
(Klinzmann), Baeder put himself in first 
place to stay for five full laps. It looked 
as if he would win the 10-lap event, 
being solidly in control of first 
everywhere on the track. 

“Baeder had an awful lot of 
horsepower,” said Endicott. “His bike 
put him up with the leaders, and I got 
the impression that he was over his 
head. It looked like Harry backed off 
and let him go. Baeder was sliding all 
over the track. He was riding really 
hard, and just threw it into 19. It was 
slick, and he fell down.” 

When Baeder crashed on the fifth lap, 
Novice Klinzmann and Expert Endicott 
went at it. Endicott credited superior 
tires in part for allowing him to pull out 
the win. 

Wes Cooley (700 Yam) had Open GP 
all to himself after Marty Lunde decided 
not to start due to bike problems. It 
wasn’t that no one else entered the race, 
but rather that no one could even come 
close to keeping up with Cooley. He led 
into the first turn, built up almost a 
mile lead in 10 laps, and was in the pits 
before second-place Reg Pridmore (750 
BMW) crossed the finish line. 

Pridmore won Open Production with 
his 900 BMW, after out-riding Mike 
Parriott (900 Kaw) in a prolonged 
battle. Parriott then came back and won 
Superstreet, finally getting around 
determined Martin Seigel (750 Kaw) 
after several laps. Kevin Burke (750 
Kaw), who teaches the AFM new rider 
school, demonstrated during the 
Superstreet race the proper technique 
for running off the track in turns 
without falling down. He did it while 
leading Superstreet, lost six places, 
worked back up to third, did it again 
and finished poorly. 

Burke’s finishing, although not in the 
top positions, was better than the fate 
of Steven Fikes. Overshooting Turn Five 
of the infield road course, Fikes ran off 
into the dirt, kept his bike upright, 
turned left, and rammed the concrete 
wall bordering the oval. At last report 
he was in critical condition at a local 
hospital. A rivet holding the chin strap 
on his Japanese helmet pulled out upon 
impact, and Fikes has yet to regain | 
consciousness. e

Charlie Brown: Living legend ‘round 
the Northwest.

CASTLE ROCK, WASH., JUNE 21 

If someone from the tiny 
southwest Washington town of 
Castle Rock says “You’re a good 
man, Charlie Brown,” he probably 
doesn’t have his mind on the 
comics. 

In this part of the northwest 
Charlie Brown is a living, 
breathing celebrity — the fastest thing 
on two wheels in an area enamored by 
motorcycling. Saturday night Brown 
accomplished what the hometown fans 
had come to see, as he won the AMA 
Pacific Regional TT put on at the 
Cowlitz County Fairgrounds track by 
the Mt. St. Helens Motorcycle Club, 

After breezing through qualifying 
heats, Brown earned the pole for the 
12-lap Expert Main. Riding a Triumph, 
Brown opened up an early lead in the 
race which he would not give up — 
though he was given a strong challenge 
by Seattle’s Pat Marimacci at the 
seven-lap mark. Charlie wound up 
setting a track record of 5:00.37 on the 
half-mile course. 

In the Expert Trophy Dash held 
earlier, Brown built up a similar lead, 
but suddenly quit the race after a lap on 
the s-shaped back stretch. Charlie said 
he dropped out because of a faulty kill 
button. 

“We took precautions to make sure it 
didn't happen during the main event,” 


commented the Castle Rock 
19-year-old, who has been racing 
competitively for six years. “We've 


really had trouble all year — a lot of 
carburetor problems.” Nonetheless, his 
record-breaking showing at Castle Rock 
was the second time in as many nights 
he had written new marks. The night 
before at Portland’s Sidewinders’ course 
he had set new track records in every 
event he entered. ; 

Marinacci, who won the Trophy 
Dash, finished second behind Brown in 
the Main. He started well back in the 
pack, but pulled up and dueled with 
Portland’s Sonny Burres for several 
turns before taking second place for 
good on the fifth lap. Burres wound up 
third with Jim Jones of Kirkland, Wash., 
placing fourth. Each of the top eight 
finishers rode Triumphs. 

Granada Hills, Calif. rider Terry 
Dorsch managed fifth in the race, but he 
wasn’t the only national number holder 
to turn up on an also-ran. Randy Skiver 
of Everett, Wash. settled for eighth, 
while John Gennai of Los Gatos, Calif. 
placed 10th. :

Four-time National TT Champion 
Eddie Mulder made a surprise visit to 
Castle Rock, but ended up not taking 
part in the Expert Main after a hot 
dispute with starter Dan Kirt prior to 
the Expert Trophy Dash. 

Triumphs dominated the Junior Main 
lineup but winner Steve Eklund rode to 
first place on a Yamaha. Eklund zipped 
to an early lead and fought off Brad 
Hurst of Eugene, Ore. (Tri), and Lee 
Seidel of Salinas, Calif., (Tri) — taking 
the win with a 10-lap course record of 
4:09.27. 

Ted Davidson steered a Yamaha to 
victory in the Novice Main, though he 
had to battle Rick Waters of near-by 
Scappoose, Ore. during the closing 
moments of the race. The Novice event 
was delayed after Kyle Davis of Federal 
Way, Wash. crashed into the wall on the 
far turn two laps into the race. 

Brown, who plans to race extensively 
at Ascot and San Jose this summer, says 
the highlight of his season will be the 








AMA National TT event which Castle 
Rock will host July 11-12. 

“It will be good competition,” Brown 
says. “I think I'll probably have the 
hometown advantage, even though I 
won’t be able to work out on the track. 
That race is something I always look 
forward to.” And Castle Rock will 
likely look forward to it, too. An 
estimated 3,000 fans turned out for the 
Regional Saturday night — not bad for a 
town of 1,900. e

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Who the hell is Harry Klinzmann? 


By John D. Ulrich 


‘He’s just a little kid. All that 
peanut-butter-G-jelly 
gives him lots of energy.’ 
Gail Wilson, Bob Endicott’s girlfriend 


A gangly 16-year-old who looks 
like he’ll be seven feet tall when 
he grows up, Harry Klinzmann 
dropped out of ninth grade to 


whatever is needed — in his 
parents’ three restaurants when he 


road race motorcycles. He works 
washing dishes, cooking, hosting — 








must. But mostly, Harry sits in the 
garage of the family home just down the 
street from Disneyland, working on 
grand prix road racers. 

Harry’s father, Alfred, is a large 
German who raced a Norton Manx in 
Europe a quarter of a century ago. He 
gave it up at thedemand of his wife, 
Anna-Lisa, encouraged by a spectacular 
over-the-fence-into-the-hospital-tent 
endo/flight at Schleitzer-Dreiech, East 
Germany in the early '50s. 

Alfred and Anna-Lisa immigrated to 
the United States in 1952; Harry was 
born October 11, 1958. Road racing 
was a dead issue until 1970, when 
Alfred urged Harry to take it up. The 
suggestion “took” in 1972, and Harry 
went racing. 

Just a few months ago, Klinzmann 
suddenly burst from an 
also-ran-whenever-experts-showed-up 
into a major threat anytime, anywhere. 
April 19 at Ontario Motor Speedway 
found Ron Pierce and Bob Endicott 
running away from the 250 GP pack 
and trying to shake Harry Klinzmann. 
May 4 at Sears Point Raceway, (outside 
San Francisco), Klinzmann won his first 
race on the track — and set a new lap 
record. May 15 Team Kawasaki invited

him to a test session at Riverside, 
stirring up rumors of a factory ride in 
AMA Novice events. May 18 at 
Riverside Klinzmann was third right 
behind AMA Experts Wes Cooley, Jr. 
and Jim Evans, and ahead of Ron 
Pierce. May 25 Klinzmann again won 
the 250 GP class at Sears Point, with his 
fastest lap time ever, and used his TZ 
350 to dice with Pat Hennen’s factory 
Suzuki 750 in Open GP. The race ended 
with Harry wrapped up in a ball against 
the Turn Ten Armco barrier. 

Despite initial fears of broken bones 
and muddled brains, doctors discovered 
that Harry suffered only lost skin. One 
week later, he sat working on his bike, 
and talked about motorcycle racing. 

“Three or four years ago, I got a 
Yamaha 100. I converted it into a dirt 
bike and I went out to Saddleback with 
my Dad. We threw it into the back of 
our LTD, you know, gas pouring all 
over the car and everything. We got out 
there and I went out like, really like an 
idiot. I go out there and I was just a 
flake. My Dad is in the car, and all this 
dust is flying all over the place, and my 
old man gets out of the car and he tells 
me. He says, ‘Harry, I’ll sponsor you full 
out in road racing. But when it comes to 
motorcross (sic) I will not sponsor you. 
You’re on your own.’ 

“So I thought Id go into road racing. 
So the first thing I did was me and my 
Dad got together and went to a 
motorcycle shop in Costa Mesa. We 
went out there and asked for somebody 
who knows about road racing. They said 
go to the service department, George 
Roche is back there. He recommended 
me to get a Kawasaki 250 triple. So I 
got that and went out to Carlsbad and 
did my first lap and crashed. I got up, 
and finished the race in second. From 
then on, I was all pumped up about 
that. 

“After I got done with the Kawasaki, 
I went ahead and got a TA 250 from a 
guy, which I regret very much. But 
anyways, I got the TA, and George 
Roche said he’d help me out on it. So, I 
went over there, and he’d show me a 
couple things to do, he teached me how 
to take it apart. After a while my Dad 
got talking to George, and George 








talked to my Dad, and so we decided to 
sponsor George on a 700. So we went 
ahead and got a 700. 

“George went ahead and got the bike. 
So, as time went on, we put all this 
money into the 700, and not really 
much into me. I was just sort of on the 


sideline on my TA. So we turned 
around and sold the 700, and then I got 
rid of my TA, and I got a TZ 250. And 
when I got my TZ 250, I wanted to 
make ita fast 250. So I was looking for 
a tuner to do it. It was between Mike 
Devlin and Ron Pierce. I couldn’t get 
ahold of Devlin, so I went to Ron 
Pierce. I called him up one night, and I 
thought ‘This guy’s probably gonna 
hang up on me when I ask him to work 
on my bike,’ but he talked freely to me 
and I figured he might be the guy to go 
to.” 

Along the way, Harry had acquired 
an RD 350 Yamaha production bike. “I 
figured I could get points off the 
production bike in the production races 
for my (AMA) Novice points. So I went 
ahead and got a production bike. But 
later on I found out I don’t need a 
production bike because you don’t get 
points in the class.” 

It was a bad move. Before he ever had 
a chance to ride a National (having just 
turned 16), Harry’s career tumbled end 
over end to a total halt at Orange 
County Raceway the very day his 
hook-up with Ron Pierce was initiated. 

“That day,” remembers Harry, 
“November third, Ron Pierce brung out 
his 250. I was gonna buy it and I had 
my (newly converted) TZ 350 and my 
RD 350. A little practice on Ron’s TZ 
250 and I had figured, ‘well, I like it so 
I'll buy it.’ So we bought Ron Pierce’s

250 that day and then the next practice 
session I went out and rode the TZ 350 
and I fell down by the time I got to 
Turn Three. That’s what started the bad 
day. So the 250 race was first, and I 
went out and rode Ron’s bike, carefully, 
and I finished second behind George 
Roche. The next race was the 
Production race, so I had to get off and 
get on the 350 Production bike. So we 
took off and I came out of the chicane 
and I saw John Oleson ahead of me. I 
figured, ‘Well, PII get around John in 
Turn Seven.’ So I got right next to John 
going into Turn Seven and all the sudden 
someone hit John, and John hit me, and 
we both went into the fence. From that 
night on, I figured ‘Well, I won’t be as 
good as I was ever again.’ ” 

The crash, in a 100 mph sweeper, 
totaled Harry’s production bike, and 
broke his right ankle and one wrist. The

An old friend and competitor 


racer who used Oleson and Klinzmann 
for a berm to correct an outrageous line 
never even fell down. 

“I recovered after the injuries in 
about four months and I didn’t make 


Daytona because of it,” Harry 
continues. ‘Ron Pierce kept on 
encouraging me, saying ‘Well, Harry, 


you know, don’t think that you’re 
gonna be no good anymore, just keep 
on saying that you're gonna be good.’ 
So I went out and rode Willow Springs 
and Orange County, and I finished 
reasonably good. Then I sat down and 
said ‘Well, I’m gonna have to go faster if 
I’m gonna win Road Atlanta.’ So when 
Orange County came up and I saw Pat 
Evans and everybody I said ‘I’m going to 
really try hard.’ I take off and I was 
leading the race, waiting for everybody 
to pass me. Nobody passed me, and I 
just found myself going a lot faster than 
I ever did before. Ever since that day on 
I felt that I could go out and win a 


Harry didn’t win that day, (Evans 
drafted to pass on the last lap), but his 
spirit was back. 

“After Ontario when me and 
Endicott and Pierce were going, Ron 
really just jumped up in the air and said 
‘Harry, I’ll do whatever you need. Just 
leave it all up to me and I'll get it done 
for you.’ He gets me tires and free discs 
and everything, and he’s been helping 
me out quite a bit. I owe it all to him.” 

Harry’s parents figure in his success, 
too. “My Mom seems to like it (racing) 
pretty much but she doesn’t like the 
expenses involved. That's the only thing 
she just argues about every night with 
my Dad, and my Dad seems to hang in 
there for me. He seems to be sponsoring 
mighty good, and I appreciate it. They'll 
be getting it back, too, once I start 
winning for them. I’m just going to give 
them all the prize money. That’s all 
there is to it. I mean, all the bikes are 


my Dad’s. I’m just maintainancing (sic) 
them. I don’t do anything else. I’m 
really glad for what he’s doing.” 

But in spite of being “really enthused 
about everything” lately, Harry still 
feels the effects of the Orange County 
crash. 

“My ankle swells up into a big 
balloon after every race and I can’t walk 
the whole night long until the morning 
when it swells down. I’ve got a cyst on 
my ankle still, and it doesn’t seem to be 
going away right now. It’s sitting on the 
crack, and I’m gonna still have problems 
with it. In the middle of a race it tends 
to just heat up and then I can’t feel 
anything anymore, and I just move my 
knee; I can’t move my foot anymore. In 
fact, I never use the rear brake anymore. 
You could take my brakes out right 
now — I'll never use them. If it had been 
my other one, I probably wouldn’t be 
able to shift after half a race.” 

In spite of the possibility of a 
Kawasaki factory ride for the Laguna 
Seca Novice race, Harry reports that 
Pierce has advised him to ride his 
Yamaha to win the race, then talk with 
potential sponsors. 

“Ron is gonna rebuild my whole bike 
for Laguna Seca, and he guarantees me 
I’m gonna win. He said no matter what, 
he’s gonna get the motor, and he’s 
gonna do it, and he’s gonna sponsor me 
all out and I’m gonna win. And I said 
‘Well, I'll give it a try.’ He’s really been 
encouraging me and with these last 
couple of races I’ve been finishing 
pretty good so I figure maybe I might 
have a good chance in the race. I'll just 
wait until the day happens, I guess.” 

As for his latest crash, caused when 
the thermostat of his TZ 350 fell out 
and covered the rear end with water, 
Harry doesn’t think it slowed him 
down. 

“I’m ready to go. I can hardly wait to

into the event to a whopping 170 
points. Roberts failed to advance out of 
his heat after a condenser wire 
separated at a solder point. The point 
margin Scott now holds over Roberts is 
the largest advantage he has had since 
the two began their annual fight for

Heats 


The standard National half mile 
practice of dividing the 48 qualifiers into 
four heats from which the first three 
would advance to the National Main and 
the fourth through ninth finishers into 
one of two Semis, which would advance 
only the winner to the Main, saw the 
heat races provide the most exciting 
racing of the day. 

Fast qualifier Jay Springsteen wasted 
no time in earning a place in the 
National as he led the first heat from 
green to checkered. Canada’s Dave Sehl 
did likewise with second place 
throughout the 10 lap event, but the 
third and last transfer position was a 
different story. Dave’s brother, Doug, 
held that position until the fourth lap 
when Gene Romero began to apply 
some pressure. Romero, who had been 
forewarned by the powers-that-be at 
Yamaha that either he start taking care 
of business or his supply of dirt bike 
parts would be cut off, raced side by 


side with Sehl until he slipped off the 
groove on the sixth lap and lost nearly 
20 yards, dropping him back to a fight 
with Frank Gillespie over fourth. That 
battle became a battle for third when 
Doug Sehl’s Harley gave up the fight on 
the ninth go-around. The 
Romero-Gillespie duel wasn’t settled 
until the checkered flag fell and Burritto 
nipped Frank by inches. 


Heat two provided the most furious 
action of the day as Kenny Roberts, 
after having been swallowed up in turns 
one and two at the start by Corky 
Keener, Keith Ulicki and Mike Daves, 
took to the outside going into turn 
three and then totally blew them in the 
weeds. The Champ had the crowd 
screaming for the next four laps as he 
performed “magic tricks” in the turns — 
pitch it in deep, screw it back on and 
work the living hell out of it. Shades of 
Bart Markel. Shades of Ronnie Rall. The 
crowd loved it. But it all came to an end 
on the fifth lap when the condenser 
wire broke. 

Corky “Mr. Dirt” Keener went on to 
win, with Chuck Palmgren, riding 
brother Denny’s spare Larry Schaeffer 
prepared Harley (His Gurney Yamahas 
were in disrepair), and Rick Hocking 
and his Rocky Cycle Yamaha taking the 
two-three transfer positions behind 
Keener’s factory Harley. 

Overlooked by many was the 
performance turned in by Mike Caves. 
Caves, who has started using an ice 
racing fashion through the turns — knee 
and lower leg dragging, suffered a heavy 
highside during practice, but pulled 
himself together and was running a 
strong second to Keener following 
Roberts’ retirement until his Harley’s 
throttle all but fell off. Mike hung in

and finished the heat — a disappointing 
last. Also disappointed were Keith Ulicki 
(H-D) and Mark Williams (Nor). 
Hocking broke up their race-long battle 
for the third transfer spot on the final 
lap as he headed the tightly bunched 
trio across the finish line. 

Rex Beauchamp occupied the pole 
position for the third heat and was the 
odds-on-favorite to make it three in a 
row for the orange and black Milwaukee 
marque. A Harley did lead the first five 
laps, but it was the Furgy tuned V-twin 
ridden by Jimmy Zeigler, not 
Beauchamp’s. That all ended on the 
sixth lap when young Steve Morehead 
powered his Bill Kennedy Triumph 
around Ziggy going into and out of 
turns one and two. Morehead never 
looked back and eventually led 
Beauchamp and Zeigler across the finish 
line. Behind that trio some heavy racing 
was going on between Hank Scott, 
Rickey Campbell, Paul Bostrom and 
Randy Cleek. The finish order was 
Campbell, Scott, Bostrom and Cleek, 
with Campbell taking fourth from Scott 
on the final lap. 

The fourth and final heat belonged 
(other than a second lap leading 
performance by Mert Lawwill) to Gary 
Scott. Scott shook Lawwill loose on the 
third lap and proceeded to turn in the 
fastest heat winning time — 10 laps in 
four minutes and 32.382 seconds. Mert 
hung in for second, resisting some late 
lap pressure by the season’s other rookie 
Expert sensation, Greg Sassaman. Billy 
Ewes and his Larry Mohan prepared 
Triumph followed the Harley-Davidson 
factory trio across the line in fourth 
place, and rookie Expert Jay Ridgeway 
topped rookie Steve Freeman in their 
fight over fifth. Ridgeway and Charlie

Seale had been involved in a get-off 
scene at the Troy half mile the night 
before, with Charlie suffering suspected 
broken bones in his right foot. Seale 
practiced, but decided not to race and 
turned over his bike to Ridgeway, who 
recently began riding for Seale’s 
sponsor, Tennessee’s John Apple. 
Semis 

By the time the first semi rolled to 
the line, the infamous Columbus 
blue-groove was present and the rest of 
the day’s racing was, for the most part, 
a matter of getting off the line well and 
not slipping off the groove. 

“Little John” Hateley and his factory 
Norton did just that and easily won 
semi number one. His teammate, Mark 
Williams, who just happens to be a 
former rodeo performer, turned in a 
spectacular in turns three and four on 
the initial lap. Williams lost it going into 
three, came off the bike as it reached 
the haybales, but hung on to the bars 
and allowed the bike, which was still 
upright, to haul him along the tops of 
the bales until it had lost enough speed 
so that he could safely let go. He was 
immediately on his feet and walked 
dejectedly to the infield. David Aldana 
took over second place from Mike 
Johnson on the fourth lap and the two 
maintained their two-three positions to 
the finish. Rich Kraft retired on the 
fifth lap with mechanical problems, 
while Frank Gillespie “spun her out” in 
tum two. Frank got back in the race 
and finished a distant ninth, ahead of 
already retired Kraft and Williams. 

Jay Ridgeway led the opening lap of 
the second semi, but a 


~ þirthday-celebrating, Billy Eves worked 
his way under Ridgeway in turns one 
and two on the second lap, opened upa

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comfortable lead and took the win. 
Ridgeway then had his hands full 
holding off Hank Scott for the next few 
laps, finally giving way on the sixth lap. 
Ridgeway then had Randy Cleek, who 
was doing some charging of his own 
with Bart Markel’s Harley, to contend 
with. He succeeded. So, Eves advanced 
to the National; Scott, Ridgeway, Cleek, 
Steve Droste and Paul Bostrom to the 
Trophy race. 


Trophy race 

With money finally on the line, the 
10 Trophy race riders were all hoping 
for a top three finishing spot so they 
could pick up some contingency bucks 
in addition to a share of the $16,000 
purse. Jay Ridgeway was hoping a bit 
too much as he jumped Mike Anthony’s 
green flag and was placed on the penalty 
line. Hank Scott led all 12 laps, but was 
nearly blitzed by Paul Bostrom on the 
final lap. Bostrom had spent the 
majority of the race fighting over 
second place with Mike Johnson, and 
their battle kept them near Hank. 
Bostrom did get by Scott momentarily 
on the checkered flag lap, but Hank 
held on for the win. Ridgeway dropped 
out on the third lap with a flat tire, and 
behind the first three finishers — Scott, 
Bostrom and Johnson — a close race 
took place between the remaining 
riders, but for the most part it was, once 
again, a follow the leader groove “road 
race.” 


National 

With the exception of some first and 
second lap shuffling between Corky 
Keener, Jay Springsteen and Rex 
- Beauchamp behind the all-the-way 
leader, Gary Scott; a last lap pass into 
fifth by Greg Sassaman over Chuck 








Palmgren; and a 15 lap battle between 
Gene Romero and Billy Eves, the 20 lap 
Main was a ho-hum affair. 


The Romero-Eves battle was a 
thriller, if one realized that just moving 
a tad off the groove could cost dearly. 
Mert Lawwill found out on the ninth 
lap. Mert slid off the groove in turn two 
and nearly ate the haybales, but the 
former Grand National Champion 
pulled his Dud Perkins Harley-Davidson 
back down to the groove only to find 
that he had lost mucho yards of 
Columbus real estate. 

Eves, who had finished eighth at 
Louisville and 11th at Harrington on his 
privateer Triumph, had broken a valve 
spring in practice and according to his 
mechanic, Larry Mohan, “It was really 
ticking, but Billy qualified well — 16th 
— and then I tore into her. We did the 
best we could, but too much metal had 
gone upstairs and I could only hope it 
would stay together. Billy pulled it 
before it really got torn up.” 

Romero, with the aforementioned 
pressure of Yamaha on his back, was the 
Romero who always seems to be at his 
best when he is pressured. He finished 
first non-Harley-Davidson rider — 
eighth. 

Sassaman’s getting by veteran Chuck 
Palmgren on the final lap was his fourth 
straight superb National performance. 
Following his San Jose Mile win, the 
Georgia youngster finished sixth at 
Louisville and seventh at Harrington 
going into the Columbus race. 

Steve Morehead, the only non-Harley 
rider to score a heat win, turned in a 
strong first half race, but apparently his 
tire went away as he had difficulty 
holding the groove. He slipped to 11th 
far ahead of the last finisher. John 


Yamaha told Gene Romero to get down to business. He did, 
as first non-Harley rider home in the National.

Hateley, who took home 12th place 
points and money. Lawwill was scored 
ahead of Eves, but Mert joined Eves in 
the DNF column on the 17th lap when 
his Harley’s oil return line came off, 
making his rear tire slicker than Saudi 
Arabia. He earlier had to deal with his 
disc brake separating from its adapter. 

Rick Hocking rode a hard race, 
invovling himself in some close running 
with the Romero-Eves and sometimes 
Dave Sehl fight, and finished 10th. 

Gary Scott was as happy as he has 
ever been when he mounted the victory 
podium, and he quickly told the crowd 
that he was “real glad to have won 
Columbus, since I almost consider it my 
hometown because I live right down the 
road in Springfield, Ohio.” He thanked 
his tuners Bill and Lee Werner, “all the 
folks at Harley-Davidson, especially 
Dick O’Brien,” and we added his name 
to the list of guys who don’t care how 
the hell they do in California. 

The Grand National circuit is now 
headed west for the Castle Rock and 
Ascot TTs, which will take place after a 
two weeks break in the hectic schedule. 
Scott won both events last year, and 
this year he will enter the first with that 
170 point lead. Our present Number

Gold Bar ; 
National Trial

GOLD BAR, WASH., MAY 31 

Clear skies and 85 degree weather 
on trials day were a welcome 
variation from Gold Bar’s usual 
steady drizzle, but at the National 
they threatened to scuttle the 
whole event, as run-off from the 
melting snow in the surrounding 
mountains swelled creeks to the 
bursting point and caused many a 
National competitor to fill his Dunlop 
boots without the satisfaction of a 
steadying dab. A hastily constructed log 
bridge over May Creek’s fast-flowing 
three-foot-deep water saved the loop, 
and last-minute replacements for the 
wettest sections saved riders from the 
worry of drowned ignitions and bent 
connecting rods. 

Lane Leavitt, 1974 U.S. National 
Champion, won the event in a strong 
comeback after his disappointing finish 
in the first round of the series in 
Southern California, but he almost gave 
it away with a pair of careless rides. In 
his first lap, he hung on too long in the 
rocky, up-hill entry of section 20 and 
then couldn’t accelerate quickly enough 
to get over the three-foot rock step in 
the middle, and traded in an easy one 
for a five. But it was wide-open section 
17 that almost un-did him. On his first 
lap he ignored the easy line everyone 
else was using in favor of a spectacular 
drop-off-the-rock, ride-the-log route. 
And he cleaned it, to the delight of the 
spectators, but on the second try it 
pitched him over the handlebars and 
gave him the only five of the day in that 
section. 

The sections included about every 
type of rock imaginable, from dry and 
moss-covered to wet and slimy, and 
from horizontal to near vertical.

Sections one and three looked like they 
had been borrowed from the Scottish. 
Only Lane and Joe Masculine got 
through three on both rides, and only 
three other riders got through it at all. 


Sections four through seven were on 
steep rock outcrops along the Packhorse 
Trail, and, although relatively easy, gave 
a rider a good view of where he’d likely 
land if he made a serious mistake. The 
rest of the sections were strung out in 
the heavily timbered-boulder fields 
around April and May Creeks. The loop 
was held together by a steep, twisting, 
nearly unrideable downhill that dropped 
800 feet in less than a mile. 


Bruce Rhyti, Don Sweet and Marland 
Whaley finished in a tight group behind 
Lane, with Bruce just edging out Don 
for second place on cleans. Marland, 
who beat them both in the traps, 50 to 
52, lost points on time to drop to 
fourth. 


The loop wasn’t overly long, but it 
was mostly fresh-cut trail, with lots of 
tight stuff combined with uphills and 
downhills, and absolutely nowhere to 
drop it into fifth gear and make up 
time. 

Bernie Schreiber survived the dubious 
honor of being the first rider out for 
fifth place and a tie with Bruce and 
Lane for most cleans at 19, while Mark 
Eggar and Steve Darrow had steady if 
uninspired rides for sixth and seventh.

The Yamaha Motor Canada rider 
escaped unhurt. 





Texan Steve Stackable, winner of the 
1975 Yamaha Super Series Open class 
and third ranked in last year’s 500cc 
National MX standings, will be Maico’s 
factory entry in both the U.S. and 
Canadian 500cc World Championship 
MX rounds. Stackable will compete in 
the June 29 Carlsbad, California round 
and then fly to Copetown, Canada 
where a spare bike and crew will be 
waiting. Promising showings in these 
important races could lead to 
Stackable’s entry by Maico in selected 
remaining 500cc GPs in Europe. 
Teamsters Adolf Weil and Hans Maisch 
are competing on the 250cc GP circuit 
and therefore uneligible for 500cc 
championship points.

The new 125cc Kawasaki ~ motocross 
factory racers have reed valves instead 
of rotary valves. They will first be seen 
outside of Kawasaki’s California R&D 
facility at the opening round of the 
125cc National MX series in Michigan 
on June 29. 


Monroe has developed 17” overall 
length shocks for the factory Kawasaki 
MXers, with six and three-quarter inch 
travel. They use 36 pound springs and 
reportedly “ride like a Cadillac.” 


Kawasaki is continuing development on 
parallelogram suspension. Originally 
developed to solve chain problems 
associated with long travel rear 
suspension on motocrossers, the 
dual-swingarm system was found to 
have other properties — shock 
compression under acceleration and 
extreme form compression under 
braking are both eliminated. Kawasaki 
experimented with an H1R so equipped 
at Daytona, and liked it enough to put 
the set up on a watercooled 750. Work 
is also being done on two motocrossers. 


Can-Am factory rider Buck Murphy will 
contest the Copetown 500cc GP on 
what is basically last year’s Trans-AMA 
bike. The big Can-Am has a chassis that 
is “virtually the same” as the 250cc 
production bike. The shocks have been 
relocated to give eight inch rear wheel 
travel and a set of eight inch travel 
Betor forks have been mounted up 
front. A high pipe replaces the old low 
job. Jimmy Ellis will ride in the opening 
round of the 125cc National in Midland, 
Michigan on the same date (June 29). 
Gary Jones is still mending and will not 
return to action in time to be 
competitive in the 1975 points race.

ROAD ZEST 


A twin 
m 
the tradition 


By Charles Clayton and guest testers 


Most of the motorcycles that mag- 
azines test come straight from the 
tender tuning of the distributor’s 
best wrenches. They are chosen 


from respective batches, carefully 
set up and even, in some cases, 
taken apart and improved before 
being turned over to the testers. 


That is why the machine you read about 
in the test scarcely seems to resemble 
the real life motorcycle that test 
persuaded you to buy. “Oh, they all do 
that,” your dealer assures you, when 
you bring it back on warranty to correct 
a crabby clutch, or a wobble — and 
chances are, they all do. Except the test 
bike, of course. 


So, for our test of the redesigned 
Honda 500 twin, formerly the popular 
450 twin, we short-circuited the usual 
process and obtained our test bike from 
a regular customer. Mr. Robert Frost, a 
Los Angeles life insurance salesman, 
paid $1,480 cash for the motorcycle 
from the Robertson Honda dealership in 
Hollywood. It was set up like any 
consumer might expect to receive his 
new 500T, except that it was two quarts 
low on oil, as Roger discovered to his 
dismay upon riding it home. The cash 
price included an accessory crash bar 
with highway pegs and a security chain 
and lock. 


Where else can money buy such 
instant gratification as in the 
motorcycle market? The 500T is a 
beautiful artifact, with its flawless 
brown metallic paint and cordovan 
upholstery. It lights up like a Christmas 
tree when you turn the ignition key 
(located conveniently between the 
handlebars, for a change). The 
headlight, front turn lights and taillight 
turn on with the spark plugs and the 
instruments gleam brilliantly. Cats-eye 
lights on the panel blink yellow, blue, 
green, and red. A button on the right 
handlebar lever housing activates the 
starter, and the motor sings its quiet 





song. The engine does not vibrate, but it 
throbs rapidly like a lover’s heart, just 
telling you it lives to ride. The shapely 
silencers, with a balance fixture between 
the header pipes, speak softly, and the 
faint clatter of double overhead cams 
carries a big stick. 

The 500T’s gearbox, too, needs more 
improvement at the design end. Honda 
engineers should study the transmissions 
of such machines as the Triumph, 
Norton, Yamaha, etc. to learn how 
smooth, positive engagements at any 
speed are made possible. The Twin’s 
shifting wasn’t as chancy as the 1972 
500-4, but Honda hasn’t set its gearbox 
standards high enough yet. 

With practice, Honda riders learn to 
baby the clutch and produce smooth 
starts most of the time. The trick is to 
engage the clutch fully as soon as 
possible, at low throttle opening, and 
then accelerate fairly hard to lose the 
lurch in a great surge of speed. Much of 
the problem can be traced to the 
asterisk-shaped rubber biscuit that 
cushions the rear hub against drive-train 
jolts. With the transmission in first gear 
and the rear wheel off the ground, 
rotate the rear tire back and forth. If 
any discernible slop in the hub can be 
detected, replace the cushion rubbers. It 
takes a special tool to do this, and 
dealers charge about $35 for the fix. 
This won’t eliminate Honda lurch 
entirely, but it helps. 

None of the tests we’ve read of the 
500T tell of the excessive clutch lag this 
model displays when getting off the 


mark. Nearly every Honda has this 
peculiar demon, but somehow it’s 
exorcised from the test bikes. This 


customer’s motorcycle, however, had a 
severe case of “Honda lurch,” as we call 
it. When the clutch is engaged and space 
is taken up between the clutch plates, 
chain links, gear teeth, and rubber drive

cushions, there is a gnashing clatter 
down below. The machine hesitates as it 
begins to roll, then there is a sudden, 
snatching engagement, a lurch, and 
again all is smooth until the throttle is 
backed off. Then there is a slighter 
lurch, but as long as the machine is not 
brought to a complete stop, the snatch 
is tolerable between bursts of 
acceleration and throttle shutoff. 
(Quoth the dealer, “they all do that.”) 

We changed off between the 500T 
and a 500-four on a 350-mile trip 
through the racer-roads of several 
national forests on our way to and from 
the U.S. Motorcycle Jamboree in 
Tulare, California. The difference 
between two and four cylinders was 








most apparent in the smoothness of 
power. While the twin was comfortable 
enough to ride, you could feel each of 
its power strokes as a separate throb — 
not a vibration, exactly. Changing to the 
four was like riding an electric dynamo 
by comparison. The explosions blended 
into a seamless surge. 

Any resemblance between the old 
450K7 twin and the 500T is purely 
visual. None of the parts interchange 
between the two models, Honda service 
reps tell us. The 450 had a bore of 70 
mm. and a 57.8 mm. stroke. The 500 
retains the 70 mm. bore, but the stroke 
is increased to 64.8. The 500 is about 
15 pounds heavier than the 450 was. 

On a long ride the 500T impressed us

with its adherence to, yet improvement 
on tradition. Excepting vees and singles, 
the parallel twin- cylinder engine is 
about as traditional as you can get. Cast 
in Honda’s modern mold, the 500T is 
what progress is all about: take a good 
thing and improve it. Handling was 
vastly aided over the old 450K7 by 
stretching the wheelbase 1.4 inches to 
55.5 inches and lowering the center of 
gravity a little. Solo, you can pull it 
down in turns until the brake pedal 
grounds with nary a quiver and you can 
even ride it on dirt trails without too 
much concentration. 

Thanks to its relatively low weight 
(for a touring bike) of 455 pounds (only 
203 on the front wheel), the 500T is 





good for packing double. All it needs is 
a safety rim on the rear wheel to make 
it a great tripper. Brakes (front disc, rear 
mechanical drum) work very well, since 
they are designed to stop much heavier 
motorcycles, and the disc didn’t squeak 
once in 700 miles. 

One dangerous aspect of the lights-on 
feature should be tended to at once. 
The taillight should not stay lit in 
daytime, for it cancels the safety of 
having a brake light that brilliantly 
warns following drivers. U.S. 
motorcycle lights-on laws do not require 
burning the rear light in daytime, but 
somehow that point must have been 
missed in transmission to Japan. It 
would prevent a lot more rear-enders if 











they would wire the rear turn signals to 
burn with the headlight and leave the 
taillight dark in the daytime. For 
current production models, we advise 
the customer to splice in a toggle switch 
to deactivate the taillight in daytime, 
and check that it’s turned on at night. 

In sum, we’d call the Honda 500T a 
first-rate, versatile motorcycle with the 
capacity to chug happily with 
commuter traffic or stretch out under a 
two-passenger load on any kind of road. 
At 55 mph the motor is turning a 
comfortable 4,600 RPM and the power 
really starts coming at 5,900 — just a 
quick snick down to fourth gear from 
60 mph. It gave us 46.96 miles per 
gallon (regular or no-lead) in typical use.

closing arguments are sub- 


mitted in the EDF (Environmental 
Defense Fund) v. BLM lawsuit, we 
who have known and long enjoyed 


riding the desert are becoming 
aware of the enormous potential 
impact of EDF v. Rogers C. B. 
Morton, et al. Succinctly, the EDF 


contends that until the BLM and 
Department of Interior take certain 
actions (which the U.S. Attorney 
estimated will require 20 years), 
defendants (BLM and Interior) should 
be “enjoined from allowing off-road 
driving in the Program area fall 25,000 
square miles of the California desert).”’ 


The EDF and Sierra Club urge that 
they have demonstrated that permitting 
the staging of competitive events in the 
desert, the BLM’s encouragement of 
unrestricted driving in the “Open 
Areas” of the desert, and its use of 
unenforcible regulatory concepts such 
as “designated roads and trails’? and 
“existing roads and trails’’ constitute 
encouragement of “irreparable 
environmental damage” to the 
California desert. To allow the 
“irretrievable commitments of resources 
to continue, under the guise of an 
‘interim’ a meaningful choice 
concerning potential environmental 
disaster.” Anyone seen anything like 
that out in the desert? Still looks OK to 
me. As a matter of fact it seems to me 
that cyclists, four-wheelers, rockhounds 
and other enemies of the Sierra Club 
and EDF are going to great lengths to 
preserve and clean up the desert. 

Over spring vacation my wife and I 
were trying to find the route of the 
Barstow to Vegas motorcycle race. 
From the Interstate we couldn’t see it at 
all. With a map we could find it on our 
bikes — a very small mark through the 
wide expanses of the desert. Here’s how 
the EDF described the route of the 
Barstow to Vegas race to the Judge 
presiding over the EDF v. BLM lawsuit: 


The damage to Desert resources of 
high or low. value, threatened by 
competitive events under the Program ts 
illustrated in the environmental impact 
statement prepared by Defendants for 
the Barstow-Las Vegas Motorcycle Race 
and the post race analysis... . 

The resulting damage was massive. 
The details as set forth in the Evaluation 
Report admit that competitors did not 
restrict themselves to the “existing 
roads and trails” increasing substantially 
the tracked area of the racecourse. 
Moreover, the total area of influence of 
the race increased by over 1,900 acres, 
cutting a 6,800 acre swath of 
destruction. In summary, the race 
Evaluation Report indicates that the 
event caused: widespread destruction of 


surface pavements, heavy impact on 
vegetation in a number of areas 
including the introduction of 90% of 
the exotic plantlife and extinction of 
small mammal population through 
direct mortality and habitat-destruction, 
the obliteration of irreplaceable cultural 
resources, involving ‘heavy impact’ to 
two sites determined eligible for 
inclusion on the National Register of 
Historic Sites, ‘significant’ impact on 
two others, and greater than 10% 
‘disturbances’ to 12 other cultural or 
archaeological sites in the race area. 


The fact that such distortions have 
been presented to the Courts as 
unrebutable truth should point out a 
number of things to concerned 
motorcyclists and race organizers: the 
tremendous importance that 
environmental impact statements 
accurately report the true effect and 
societal benefits of ORV events and use, 
the fact that despite our number, our 
disunity gives us no effective voice on 
issues of vital concern, and the general 
importance of getting involved 
NOW s... 

Whatever the real truth is, the Federal 
Court in Los Angeles will decide our 
future in the California desert upon the 
facts presented by the EDF, Sierra Club 
and cohorts and the outgunned, 
understaffed Defendant BLM. The real 
controversy regarding desert use is not 
between the BLM and the Sierra Club 
but between ORV users and the Sierra 
Club — so don’t-hold out much hope for 
a favorable outcome on this one. 

The EDF urges that “Allowance of 
competitive, organized events in the 
Program area is not consistent with the 
conservation and enhancement of the 
natural and cultural resources of the 
areas affected.” (And in other portions 
of the EDF Closing Brief makes the 
same argument with respect to all other 
motorcycling in the California desert.) 
“Rather it is the authorization for the 
free consumption œf irreplaceable 
resources with no countervailing 
benefits to the area . ... To insure that 
this will not occur plaintiffs 

an order prohibiting 
defendants from authorizing any 
motorized vehicle to drive anywhere in 
Program area other than on a road, 
highway or thoroughfare maintained by 
any federal state or local public 
agency.” 

Goodbye California desert. We hope 
this makes all who read it mad enough 
to do all they possibly can to oppose 
the efforts of environmental extremists 
and promote responsible enjoyment of 
our sport.

‘The thing is done... 


It’s official. As of July 9, 1975, 
the Federal government will en- 
force a nationwide 55 mph speed 
limit using the same Federal-aid 


“blackmail” they’ve been using in 
the helmet law issue. As published 
in the Federal Register (V.40, No. 


111, June 9, 1975) the Federal 
Highway Administration sayeth unto 
us: “In order to obtain approval of 
Federal-aid projects under 23 USC 106, 
each State shall adopt or maintain 
maximum speed limits as follows: 

a)...55 mph or less, except that 
emergency and police motor vehicles 
may be authorized at higher speeds...” 

There’s more. In fact, it seems there’s 
no limit to the verbiage since they did 
away with stone tablets. They will not 
only require that each State enact 55 
mph speed laws, but also that each State 
certify, over the governor’s signature, 
that they are enforcing the limit; plus 
they’ll have to back it up with speed 
survey data and numbers of citations 
issued each month. And all the while, 
the Federal D.O.T. maintains that they 
plan no takeover of local enforcement. 
No, they’re just going to tell the locals 
what they want done and how to do it, 
or down comes the stick on their 
Federal-aid highway money. Oh, yeah — 
as a magnanimous gesture, they will 
reimburse the States for the cost of 
putting up new speed limit signs. 

This is no proposal. It’s done beyond 
anybody’s capability to undo it (outside 
of Congress, who gave D.O.T. the 
authority to do this in the first place). 
The only thing open to public 
discussion now is the details of how the 
States must certify their compliance. 

In reviewing some of the published 
objections to the proposal (made back 
when it was a proposal) I note that the 
Washington, D.C. chapter of Sports Car 
Club of America objected to the 
exemption for police and emergency 
vehicles. My God, SCCA! Are you car 
people so beaten down that this is all 
you can object to? Or were you being 
cute, figuring “if they can’t speed, then 
they can’t catch us?” It’s camp, fellas, 
but it’s not a solution. 

When my father was my age, they 
would have tarred and feathered any 
politician who suggested the Federal 
government could force such conditions 
on the several states so off-handedly. I 
must be getting old. Well, let the 
constitutional lawyers chew on that 
bone awhile, let’s look at some of the 





practical outcomes. 

As one facet of the “certification” 
program, the various state fuzz will 
scatter plainclothes cars in convenient 
hidey-holes here and there, to take 
passive radar surveys of the traffic going 
by. Passive means no busts, just watch 
and count cars, bikes, trucks, 
what-have-you. Each day, they’ll add it 
all up and say “Well, we counted 15,000 
motorists today, and of those, 30 
percent were doing 55, 25 percent were 
doing 60, 30 percent were doing 65, 12 
percent were doing 70, two percent 
were doing 75, and one percent blew 
the needle off the chart. This looks like 
a good spot for rigorous enforcement. 
Then we'll count ’em again and there’d 
better be some improvement in 
compliance, or the Feds will take away 
our money.” 

They will turn in to the Feds each 
month, statewide summaries of all these 
surveys, showing the percentile profile 
of drivers going various speeds. In 
addition, they will turn in monthly 
summaries of citations issued for 
speeding. Now you tell me — when any 
bureaucrat has to turn in a report to a 
higher authority, what does he do with 
the figures? Right, he does anything he 
can with the figures that make him and 
his outfit look good. 

So you'll have one bunch saying to 
the guys in the Smokey hats “Those 
citation totals better increase steadily 
every month, or it’s going to look like 
we're not doing our job.” And then, in 
states like California, a goodly 
percentage of the take from traffic fines 
gets raked off for worthy purposes like 
school funds. So you can imagine the 
coalition forming behind the scenes to 
keep those citation quotas high and 
growing, can’t you? á 

If you can’t imagine it, you either 
have no imagination, or youw’ve never 
worked within the system long enough 
to realize how it operates. So, road 
riders and van drivers, how do you like 
the new law of the land? Trick, huh? 

So, what are your alternatives? Well, 
you can buy a CB unit (they even make 
them for motorcycles now) and 
continue to speed, while keying in to 
the Smokey reports. But the cops are 
getting sophisticated — they are buying 
CB units of their own and broadcasting 
phony “All clears.” Fun and games. 











Then, maybe you could pour out 
your soul to your U.S. Senator or 
Congressman, in hopes that he/she 
might heed what you have to say. That’s 
a possibility, since Congress, having 
given the D.O.T. this authority, can take 
it away just as neatly, as they did with 
the seat-belt interlock systems. Wonder 
how much mail it would take to 
convince them it’s a valid political issue? 

Then there’s the remaining avenue of 

. comment to D.O.T. itself, regarding 
“Certification of Speed Limit 
Enforcement.” (23 CFR part 658.7) 
Some State authorities already are doing 
so, saying in effect to the Feds: “You 
stay the hell out of our bailiwick and 
quit telling us how to do our jobs.” 
Some of ’em are still honest. You might 
write too, and say what you think of 
reporting citation-counts to qualify for 
Federal-aid highway funds. Write to 
Docket Section, National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, Room 
5108, 400 Seventh Street SW, 
Washington, D.C. 20590, referring to 
Docket No. 75-4; Notice 3. The 
Federales request, but don’t require, 
that you submit 10 copies of your 
comment. 

That’s about the limit of what you 
can do about it. Never mind that your 
bike gets 50 MPG or better at 70, or 
that people in eight mile-per-gallon 
leadbarges blow by you on both sides 
the few times you do try to comply 
with the law. The Feds don’t care. 
Fairness has nothing to do with it, as 
long as it’s done according to statute. 

You know, come to think of it, 
maybe they should be required to put 
their commandments on stone tablets. 
Bet it would cut down the volume 
considerably. Wish we had a 
Congressman in California who would 
go for it.

Autrey &

Scott Autrey, 22-year-old blond 
California speedster, has signed a 





three year contract with British. 


League club Exeter which mules 
out. any quick return to the 
American racing scene. 

Autrey, now in his third British 
season and ranked among the top 
dozen racers in the fiercely competitive 
British League, has purchased a house in 
the Dorset countryside and will remain 
with league champions Exeter at least 
until the end of the 1977 season. 

Autrey is only the second rider in 
British League history to be offered 
terms for three seasons and the first 
foreigner to do so. Following the 
contract signing Autrey said: “Now I 
can concentrate on the World 
Championship. 

“I’m determined to try and become 
America’s first World Champion since 
the days of the Milne brothers and the 
only way I can do it is if my future is 





settled. It’s a weight off my mind 
knowing that I’m going to be riding for 
Exeter this year, next year and the year 
after that. It means I’ve no worries 
during the break between seasons about 
whether Ill be returning to England or 
not.” 

Autrey, an exciting stylist and a 
popular rider with the female fans, has 
proved to be one of the true sensations 
of the new term. Autrey has already 
won his first major individual trophy, 
the Speedway Mail Trophy, finished 
second in the Express and Echo Classic 
and third in the Champions Trophy at 
Oxford. 

Currently he is 11th in the GOBL 
averages — ahead of such illustrious 
names as World Champion Anders 
Michanek, former World champ Ole 
Olsen, ex-British Champion Ray Wilson 
and World Finalist John Louis. 

Autrey’s decision to sign the 
three-year package couldn’t have come 
at a better time, only a few hours before 
he heard officially that he will be one of 
his country’s two representatives in the 
Inter-Continental Final at Gothenburg, 
Sweden. 

Also carrying the flag in the baroque 
Ullevi Stadium, scene of last year’s 
World Final, will be slim Steve Gresham, 
now firmly established as a regular 
member of the high-riding Newport side 
with all last season’s problems behind 
him. 

Steve, who has been joined by his 
American girlfriend, is averaging more 
than six points a meeting this year, an 
indication that he might have been heat 
leader material if only he had stuck it 
out at Hull 12 months ago! 


Injuries decimate world 
championship ranks 

This year’s world championship is full 
of shocks. Already out of the 
competition, and so far the title chase, 
are 1974 World Finalists Christer 
Lofqvist, Grigori Chlynovski and 
Poland’s Zenon Plech. 

Lofqvist, who nearly pulled off a 
shock win last season and who was 
fourth a couple of years back, pulled 
out of his Swedish qualifying round 
with a wrist injury while both Plech and 
Chlynovski went out on a day of 
disaster at Krumback, West Germany. 


Plech, a big crowd-pleaser the world 
over, had hardly recovered from a 
serious arm injury when he crashed 
again. An engine failure and a 
tape-breaking episode restricted 
Chlynovski’s opportunities for points 
scoring in Germany. 


Four valvers cause flurry 

Biggest speedway talking point in 
Britain is the emergence of the 
four-valve racing conversion. Australian 
Champion Phil Crump, current holder 
of the Gold Helmet Matchrace title, is 
tracking a four valve Jawa conversion 
developed by his father-in-law and 
Newport teammate Neil Street. 
Sweden’s Christer Lofqvist is regularly 
using a four-valve conversion engineered 
by a Swedish compatriot under the 
banner of the Endfors Racing Engine. 
Meanwhile a gaggle of Briitsh riders are 
experimenting with the Weslake 
four-valver. So far the most successful 
of these has been Crump’s flier. 


Indeed, such has been the actual or 
psychological advantage of his 
Australian developed motor that there 
has been talk of banning it from 
competition use! Former British 
Champion Ray Wilson has been chalking 
up some devastating performances with 
the Weslake which is already a proven 
success on the British grass track scene. 

Earlier, European Champion Peter 
Collins, Hackney Wick teamster Ted 
Hubbard and England test star John 
Louis had used the Weslake with 
inconsistent results, but since he 
switched from the conventional Jawa 
motor Wilson’s form has accelerated. 
Wilson recently finished a brilliant third 
in the FIM Embassy Internationale at 
Wimbledon behind Ole Olsen and 
four-valve mounted Crump. 











British stars suffer injuries 

Four-times World Champion Barry 
Briggs is nursing a broken collar-bone 
after crashing in his World Long Track 
qualifying round. 1974 World Finalist 
and maximum scorer in England’s World 
Team Cup success last year, Dave Jessup 
is riding despite a fractured shoulder 
blade sustained in a Long Track 
qualifying round. British Lion Reg 
Wilson (top scorer in Australia earlier 
this year) broke a leg in the opening 
World Speedway Championship 
qualifying round. Poole’s British Lion 
Eric Broadbelt (another winter tourist 
to Australia) suffered facial injuries 
when he fell off during a pre-meeting 
parade trying to avoid an on-track 
official.

Double World Long Track Champion 
Ivan Mauger, European speedway title 
holder Peter Collins and Barry Briggs are 
all through to the semifinals of this 
year’s Long Track Championship even 
though Briggs received the news of his 
qualification in a Munich hospital bed.

Anders Michanek, Ole Olsen and Phil 
Crump. Eliminated so far: Dave Jessup. 


Superstars lose to grass 
track aces 

The speedway superstars, headed by 
four-times World Champion Ivan 
Mauger and including Ole Olsen, Anders 
Michanek, Phil Crump, World Long 
Track Champ Egon Muller and Scott 
Autrey in their ranks took a thrashing 
from Britain’s grass track aces in a 
special winner takes all 1,000 pound 
competition on the 1,000 yard grass 
track arena at Ludlow, Shropshire. 
Engine troubles decimated the 
Superstars challenge. A grass track team, 
headed by Peter Collins and former 
European Long Track Champion Don 
Godden, filled the first half dozen 
places. 

Consolation for the Superstars was 
that earlier in the meeting Mauger had 
cleaned up in both the Race of the Year 
and the Motor Cycle News Superstar 
tournaments. Mauger, incidentally, is 
currently unbeaten in MCN’s Superstar 
Trophy race and well on his way to yet 
another title.

Book review 


Street Bike Fun by Bob Jackson. 
H.P. Books Illustrated 175 pp 
$5.95 


This new manual from those 
wonderful folks who brought you 
How to win Motocross, is sub- 
titled “How to Ride to Save Your 
Hide. It spells out the dangers and 
how to cope with that first season 
of motorcycling that most of us 
had to find out the hard way. It 
tells how to go about choosing a 
motorcycle, which most beginners will 
find helpful, guides one through the 
learning and licensing process, and lays 
on the safety lore without saying too 
much and thus losing or confusing the 
reader. The Wright Principle is not even 
mentioned, although it is handy to 
know in emergency situations. But how 
can you tell a beginner that pushing on 
one handlebar will cause a sudden 
swerve in the opposite direction? Too 
much information at once can blow 
mental circuits. 

True to its title, the book gets right 
into the fun of touring and cafe racing, 
primarily. Like all the books Carl 
Shipman edits, it is liberal with 
anecdotes and personal experiences for 
easy reading all the way through. 
Chapters on self-maintenance and 
troubleshooting are no more help than

This report covers two races, first at Vesoul, France (an international race 
counting toward the Championship of France), second, the Grand Prix of 
Italy, counting towards the European Championship. 


At Vesoul, we were introduced to our very first European motocross 
track. It was wide, fast, rough, and featured up and down hills that would 
take your breath away. After recovering from a rather spectacular crash in 
practice, we managed a 15th in the first moto and a 14th in the second for 
13th overall, in a field of 28 starters. The race was won by Austrian 
champions, Schneider and Fink. 

The Italian Grand Prix was highlighted by 35 starting sidecars and a 
Russian protest. The Russians protested us because we were not 
Europeans, but the Italian judges ruled in our favor. Probably they didn’t 
think we were much of a threat anyway. We did manage to get a 12th for 
the day through consistency. 


We’ve had a number of mechanical problems, like a broken footpeg at 
Vesoul and a broken handrail in Italy. 

In Italy the race was won by last year’s champions Grogg/Graber, 
second place Thompson/Beavis from Great Britain and third Ton Van 
Heugten/Steenbergen from Holland. 

All the riders, promoters and spectators have been helpful and 
enthusiastic. Sidecar racing in Europe is a grand affair — the pomp and 
ceremony is almost as impressive as the thousands of people that line the 
track. s

The politico-legal 
meatgrinder 


Part 11 


In which our boy treks into the wilderness 
seeking peace, nirvana, & an understanding 

of the Sierra Club mentality; © returns 

with lacerated forearms, sunburn, © a bad case 


of poison ivy. Other fables appended. 


Boy, the Sierra Clubbers are really 
going to laugh at my first attempt 
at back-country walking. It’s not 
that I never walk — most of the 


time I walk the mile or whatever 
to work in order to hoard gas 
money for the weekend. But after 
getting involved with a land-use 


work group for the Cleveland National 
Forest, and after fielding a demand for a 
large part of that forest to be called 
wilderness, I figured I’d better get off 
the beaten path and see what’s in there. 
Ordinarily I’d still ride a bike, but a 
slowly mending busted arm precludes 
that. 

So, with a thermos of Gatorade and a 
couple of chocolate bars in my trials 
fanny-pack, the camera slung around 
my shoulders, and the G.I. forestry map 
stuffed in my belt, I struck out up a 
canyon from Ortega Highway, headed 
south towards the proposed wilderness. 
What the hell, the map said after a short 
trek up Bear Canyon and over the ridge, 
I'd strike one of the trails that, due to 
various gate closures, is inaccessible to 
most vehicles. s 

During the next few hours, I learned 
several things: a) the Sierra Clubbers are 
welcome to the particular patch of 
terrain I was in, b)striking out 
cross-country in heavy brush with a 
general-issue map and foggy idea of 
where one is going is dumb, c) and so is 
hiking such territory alone. A buddy 
would have talked me out of it. 

Seriously, much of this land enforces 
its own de facto closure to ORVs, or to 
any animal over three feet high, for that 
matter. The brush is so thick you have 
to crawl through it, and even that is 
possible only along tracks made by 
smaller animals or by erosion. thought I 
was going to spend the rest of my life in 
a thicket. 

It had its fleeting satisfactions. In the 
places you could stand up. In one steep 
canyon with a trickle of running water 
and an overgrowth of scrub oak and 
stunted pine, the faint engine sounds 
from Ortega Highway (a scant half mile 
away) might as well be coming from the 
other side of the moon. Later, perched 
on an outcropping of rock jutting from 
the brush, where I can see in all 
directions, I realize no human can 
approach from any point I can see 
without a couple hours’ hard work. 
Near one such outcropping I find a 


crude small cross made of branches, 
stuck in a cairn of rocks. Everything 
you see out here has a 
needle-in-a-haystack quality. You know 
you'll never pass this way again except 
by blindest chance. 

I’ve long since given up my original 
direction, allowing myself to be swung 
in a giant “L” by the direction of the 
plant growth and the lay of the land, 
finally intersecting a half-hidden trail I’d 
seen off to the northeast earlier. (My 
original heading had been south.) 

Now this is more like it. Grassy 
underfoot, really fine trail slightly 
better than handlebar width, from 
which I spy several primo trials practice 
rockpiles, as I swing along, walking 
easily at last. Yes, this is more like it, 
and no, I’d not want to give this up for 
trailbiking. It’s perfectly suited to the 
slow, picky-picky scenic riding favored 
by off-duty trialers. 

There’s a particularly lovely creek 
crossing by a quiet pool, then a 
quarter-mile or so farther on, I finally 
intersect a road at a spot where, viewed 
from the road, the trail is almost 
invisible. Trick. 

Having long since exhausted the 
Gatorade and chocolate, I continued up 
along the road southward, getting more 
ragged-out as I went. About this time 
the crazies showed up. Now don’t get 
me wrong, these cats were nice enough 
to me, once they were assured I was no 
narc. But they were a_ stereotyped 
example of why the Sierra-Clubbers 
want to close the roads in this forest to 
all vehicles. 

Between them they had a wasted 
black Continental with a smashed front 
end, a custom-painted Vega and two 
other cars of dubious origin and vintage, 
sliding and wallowing from verge to 
verge. They were three ways zonked, 
wasted, outta’ their heads, still drinking 
rivers of beer; and when they came to 
the Portrero gate, they’d have busted it 
open if they’d had a big enough tool. 
Welded steel plate is tough to argue with 
(though [I’ve heard that the more 
determined vandals manage to still 
smash the gate occasionally), so they all 
turned around and roared back down 
the mountain. 

To give ’em their due, they gave me

water and a ride back to the Ortega 
Highway, so who’s to judge or cast 
stones? 

I saw them once or twice the rest of 
the day as I continued to explore, using 
the company LUV pickup as a rolling 
base, but staying pretty much on 
dedicated roads. There’s more ground 
out there than one man could cover, on 
a bike or on foot, in several days. Some 
of it is fit for riding and some of it isn’t. 
We need to get in there and define 
which is what in detail, rather than 
debate over a blanket closure. 


The therapeutic and slightly 


mystical desert 

A week later, mind stuffed to the 
point of terminal overload with visions 
of BLM maps, colored overlays, the 
sweeping broadbrush of land use policy 
splashed across lands that exist only in 
two dimensions, I’m off headed east 
from Cal City in the company pickup, 
desperate to wash out all the 
bureaucratese with visions of the land 
itself. It’s about two p.m., hot and 
windy. We're bouncing along a 
two-track trail and I’m thinking that if 
it gets no worse, I’ve plenty of fuel to 
go cross-country clear to Highway 395 
if I want. But it gets worse, and after 
nearly high-centering the pickup in one 
spot and barely making it through the 
soft stuff at another wash crossing, I’m 
ready to backtrack. By striking cross 
trail that heads north, never attempting 
anything I don’t think I can backtrack 
through, I come to another, better track 
headed east again. I follow that into 
steeper ground and finally call a halt in 
front of a wash I know is impassable to 
my little truck. 

Just beyond the wash, the terrain 
really starts to get interesting. To the 
right, a gully opens into a slanted valley 
bowl that’s been used before by 
vehicle-bomme campers. Ahead, rising to 
one side of the bowl, is a high place 
topped with a jumble of flat rocks,.what 
the ancients might have called a “high 
seat,” a place for watch fires and 
solitary vigils. The wind catches the 
truck’s door and throws it open as I get 
out to explore on foot. In fact, today 
on the eastern rim of the bowl that 
contains California City, the wind is an 
elemental force, roaring unabated across 
the miles from around the far shoulder 
of mountains, from Tehachapi and 
beyond. It’s a constant blast-furnace roar 
in the ears as I climb (wishing for a bike 
all the way), and a steady pressure at 
my back. 

From the top, Cal City is a thin dark 
smudge in the distance. The pavillion 
atop Galileo Hill is a barely-discernible 
dot. The wheel-tracks of modern man 
are visible in every direction, but 
strangely remote and dead. If a man 
exists in a two-way continum, the desert 
isolates him from his contemporaries 
(the horizontal thread) and integrates 
him with a thread at right-angles to the 
present, a thread that touches only 
those few who have stood here before. 

The strongest presence here is not 
that of the campers who left tracks and 
half-burned logs, but of those who left 
no marks, who sat cross-legged on these 
flat rocks, with this same wind shouting 
in their ears and clawing at their hair, 


fasting and waiting for a vision to come. 
The beginning of a slow, rhythmic chant 
wants to well up in my chest, a moaning 
song with no words. Whatever is here is 
strong, and holds me for -how long?- 
before I reluctantly trudge back to the 
truck. Neither man nor vehicle has 
intruded, and I can see for miles. 

That same spirit inhabits the high 
places near the Barstow-to-Vegas course 
start area. For a time I'm preoccupied 
with locating and photographing the 
visible evidence that 3000 people cut a 
hundred-yard swath through here. It’s 
pretty spotty on the rocky ridge 
somewhere beyond the smoke bomb. As 
the Environmental Impact Analysis said, 
many of them missed the smoke bomb 
(because the San Bernardino County air 
pollution types made the club use white 
smoke canisters instead of the 
traditional tires). You can see the tracks 
coming up to the ridge at right angles to 
join the main stream as people realize 
they’ve overshot the bomb and missed 
the entry to the true course. The tracks 
themselves are rapidly filling with sand, 
though the wind, that same wind from 
Cal City, has stripped the surrounding 
surface bare to the rocks. There are 
creosote brushes here, some damaged or 
reduced in size, but green and thriving. 
The annual vegetation that normally 
carpets the space between the bushes 
exists only in islands around their bases, 
tapered islands that point the direction 
the bikes went like weathervanes. 

There are animal burrows under every 
surviving bush, and some in the spaces 
between. Some of those burrows are 
abandoned, with a skein of spiderweb 
across their dead mouths. Others have 
fresh diggings spewed out over the 
motorcycle tracks; they have been dug 
and occupied since the race. 

To one side of the ridge, I-15 can just 
be seen, with its moving traffic. To the 
other side, a line of high-tension wire 
towers marches off toward Nevada. 
Beyond, the mountains brood in rich 
reddish-brown silence, and over it all the 
same elemental wind roars its message — 
that the desert is eternal and we with 
our vehicles are ephemerals soon to 
vanish, leaving our wheel tracks to join 
the petroglyphs and the stone cairns and 
the ancient chipping-places. 

In our 20th-century arrogance, do we 
really think we can “destroy” this 
place? Or is our present see-saw battle 
over the desert simply a political 
confrontation between two groups of 
people with different perceptions of the 
desert’s beauty? Regardless of who wins 
the lawsuits, the legislative floor fights, 
the hearts and minds of the bureaucrats, 
the desert can no more be “‘closed”’ than 
it can be “destroyed.” Whatever the 
bureaucracy does to the swarming mobs 
with their fuel-hungry campers and 
motorhomes, the ephemerals will always 
inhabit this place, living somewhere half 
between flesh and spirit. Some of them 
ride motorcycles. 

The sun has just touched the horizon. 
It’s time I left, or I risk getting the 
pickup stuck for the duration. I’ll be 
back when my arm is stronger. Theyll 
have to shoot me to keep me from 
coming back. Now I remember why I 
still go to these endless meetings.
